NEGRO BUSINESS LEAGUE " 
T0 END SESSION TODAY 


Speaker at National Convention 
Praises Wilson as “‘Champion 
of Demecracy.”’ 


The National Negro Business 
League.convened today for the con- 
cluding sessions of its twelfth annual 
convention, which opened Wednes- 
day in the Coliseum. 

Dr. Robert E. Jones of New Or- 
leans, editor of the Southwestern 
Christian Advocate, was the principal 
speaker last night. He asserted that 
the negro race desired to work outits 
own destiny within the race and that 
the negro had no desire for amalga- 
mation with other races. 

“The negro race never had such 
an opportunity to live in the large as 
today,” he said. “The call of the 
present and the future of the negro 
demands of him that he shall take 
a place among the races of the world 
and prove his worth. The task that 
awaits him will tax every resource 
of his nature. It may call for latent 
powers that neither the race nor his 
neighbors are aware that he pos- 


|sesses. This may be the supreme 


hour for the Almighty to vindicate 
his wisdom in making so many mil- 
lion black peoples in the world.’’ 

The speaker praised President 
Wilson as the “champion of democ- 
racy,”’ and said that “not since the 
establishment of the American re- 
public has there been such a preach- 
ment of the fundamental doctrines of 
American life."’

A Public Statement 
Concerning Prices 


O much has been said regarding high prices 
that there must be a great many different 
opinions as to the cause, effect and probable 

continuance of high prices. 


As a public service institution, existing because 
of our ability to serve, and progressing because the 
service is approved, we feel that we might clarify 
the situation by this statement. 


We regard it as our duty to procure from the 
markets of the world, wares that will meet with 
public approval, and to secure these wares at the 
lowest possible prices. We naturally must add to 
the cost of merchandise the fixed overhead ex penses 
and a legitimate profit. If we pay too much 
for goods, or rather more than conditions justify, 
we will find the public indisposed to take them off 

our hands. Soasa matter of protection as well as 
service, buying at the right prices is a very impor- 
tant factor of our business. 


Prices have advanced during the past four 
years, and in some lines they have advanced very 
materially. The determining factors that enter 
largely into advanced prices are the high cost of raw 
materials and the high cost of labor. W/$th cotton 
at 25c a pound, it is natural that cotton goods are 
going to cost more than when the price was 12ca 
pound. With wool at 50c a pound we can look for 
higher prices for woolen materials than when the 
price of wool was 19c a pound. 


That raw materials and labor have advanced in 
price to a very great extent_is evident, and there 
will be no receding from the, present prices of mer- 
chandise until raw materials are cheaper. We do 
not anticipate that there will be any great change 
in the cost of labor. 


In the conduct of our business we have en- 
deavored as much as possible to anticipate the ad- 
vances in the cost of merchdndise, and so far we 
have in most instances been protected a full season 
ahead, and have under no circumstances advanced 
prices until we were compelled to pay higher prices 
to the manufacturers. Wecan best illustrate our 
position by referring to two coming Selling events 
that are of great importance. 


One is the vas Sale of Autumn Footwear 
and the other is the August Sale of Blankets. Both 
of these events will be instituted next Monday, and 
here is the situation governing conditions in those 
departments. 


Take shoes for instance. Shoe prices for the 
Fall of 1919 are established. The quotations ,of 
the manufacturers today are much higher than 
they were at the time we placed our orders for Fall 
shoes. Theresult is that when we have disposed 
of our present stock of Fall shoes, we shall be com- 
pelled to charge more for the shoes which will be 
There 
is no likelihood that shoe prices will decrease this 
fall. The manufacturer must work with the ma- 
terial that he has on hand, and he has been com- 
pelled to pay a high price for raw material. 


The cause for the high prices of raw material, 
especially in shoes, is the scarcity of leather and 
the great demand for it by the manufacturers of 
England and France. They have come to the 
American markets and have paid high prices for 
the raw materials because they were in dire need 
of them and thereby advanced prices generally. 
The tanners state very frankly to the American 
manufacturers: “Yes, we know the prices are high, 


but we can get much more for our goods if 
we will ship them to the other side.” Under 
these conditions we can.look for no relief from high 
Shoe prices until Europe becomes less dependent 
upon us for leather. 


In the matter of blankets, the same conditions 
prevail. Raw materials are scarce. There is an 
uncertainty as to what the ultimate price will be. 
Manufacturers hesitate about accepting orders un- 
less they have the raw material on hand and know 
what it costs them. We have in stock today more 
than ten/thousand pairs of blankets, which were 
contracted for many months ago and were de- 
livered tous. Weare glad to have these goods in 
stock today, for it enables us to meet in a fair 
measure the requirements of our customers. These 
goods are to be sold on the basis of our purchases 
price. The markets of today give thes? same 
blankets much higher valuation. 


'Inderstanding these things as we do, we state 
without hesitancy to our customers—"Buy now 
when a good opportunity presents itself, and do not 
expect goods to be lower in price in the Fall.” The 
retailer, who is compelled to go to the markets now 
and supply his Fall requirements, will be com- 
pelled to charge higher prices because the markets 
are high and merchandise exceedingly scarce. 


Perhaps we should add a word or two regard- 
ing the situation on women’s outer apparel. The 
great advances that have been made in the price of 
labor have affected the cheaper garments much 
more than they have the better ones. The high- 
grade manufacturers have always employed skilled 
workmen and ‘they have at all times commanded a 
good price for their services. The recent advances 
have been very marked among the laboring classes 
that were heretofore poorly paid. The advances 
have not affected the skilled laborer to sucha great 


extent. 


This condition has resulted in making it possi- 
ble for the manufacturer who was organized for 
making apparel of the better grades, to conform 
more readily to his standard of prices, and as the 
modes were early established this season, we made 
extremely heavy purchases for early delivery with 
the result that our stock of high-grade apparel 
today constitutes the creations of the foremost 


manufacturers of women’s and misses’ goods in a, 


variety of modes that is usually found in October 
rather than now, and this apparel is being offered 
at but a very slight advance over the prices that 
prevailed last year. 


We want to emphasize, however, that the 
tendency in these lines is also for an upward trend 
of prices. There is no possibility of a revision of 
prices downward during the year 1919, and if the 
price of wool remains stationary during this year 
theré@ will be no lowering of prices in the Spring. 


There has never been a time when merchan- 
dise values were so uncertain—when the word 
“value” had so little meaning in its attempted ap- 
plication to indicate the right price of an article. 
The manufacturer must meet the condition that 
exists—he must work with materials that are high 
in price and with labor that is mang COREY 
increasing demands. 


We must keepin close touch with the situa- 
tion—avail ourselves of every opportunity—antici- 
pate the requirements of our clientele—exercise 
every effort towards supplying the public's needs 
with the right merchandise bought at the lowest 
prices that our resources can command and charge 
an equitable profit for the service we render.

Allow me to quote you an extract from 
general order 17, Nov. 17, 1918: Head- 
quarters First Pursuit Wing, Air Serv- 
ice, Advance Section, A. E. F., signed 
B. M. Atkinson, Colonel, Air Service, 
U. 6. A.: “Early in February, 1918, the 
Exscadrille Lafayette was taken over by the 
1034 Aero Pursuit Squadron; it was the 
first and for nearly two months the only 
American Air Service unit on the front.” 
It Iam not mistaken, the 94th and 95th 
Aero Sauadrons are tied for the honor 
of second place at the front, thus throw- 
ing the esteemed Twelfth somewhat to 


the rear, or as we say in France, the 


“Ss O 6.” 

The. members of the 
favette, 103d Aero Squadron, on their 
réturn to the United States were per- 
sonally requested by the War Depart- 
ment to stay in the service until the com- 
pletion of the Victory Loan campaign, 
as they were wanted to “boost’ the loan. 
Among other things that the 103d has: 
It has been decorated by the French 
Government, being one of two American 
units to be so decorated, with the four- 
ragere of the Croix de Guerre. 

The Escadrille Lafayette is no more, 
and is only a pleasant memory, but as 
general order 17 says: “The names of 
its founders and members will mean to 
the French people of future generations 
what the names of Lafayette and 
Rochambeau mean to the American peo- 
ple of today.” I thank you.

No reason could have prompt- 
ed this suggestion other than a desire to avoid the effect 
on domestic markets of a sale at home. 

Public protests having forced the abandonment of the 
plan for exporting the stirplus, a part of it was offered 
for sale in St. Louis at prices averaging a trifle above 
prevailing wholesale prices. The city, which buys at 
wholesale for its own institutions, could detect no sav- 
ing in their purchase. 

A reduction of 5 or 10 per cent was then authorized on 
certain articles, but the prices still showed the same 
disregard for the retailer and his claim to a legitimate 
profit and a vast concern for the Food Trust's and the 
distributors’ profits. No wonder that quotations on 
food in this city, which sharply declined on the begin- 
ning of the movement on profiteers last week, advanced 
again this week. 

As long as these supplies are to be sold in this mar- 
ket, replacing an equal amount of other foods that would 
otherwise be distributed through the customary channels 
and depriving somebody of a profit on that equal 
amount, why are they not sold at prices which will af- 
ford substantial relief to the consumer of smal]! means 
and exert an influence on the man farther back than 
the retailer? 

We do not know what the army commissaries paid for 
these 114 carloads of supplies—probably they paid | 
enough—but why should they seek a profit on them? 
What objection can there be to placing them on sale| 
at a quarter or even a half of the prices now quoted? 

To ship to Europe for sale the army surplus remain- 
ing in this country wae a highly approved plan, in the| 
opinion of the War Department commissaries.
